And Flames Rage for an Hour Before

New Orleans, Aug. 31.— Fire which 
broke out In the center of the com­ 
mercial district swept over portions 
of three blocks, destroying a large 
number of wholesale houses, manufac­ 
turing 
plants 
and 
smaller 
stores. 
Originating at Brinville and Chartres 
streets, the flames worked their way 
north as far as as Conti street, and 
west towards Royal, bringing about a 
loss of between $1,000,000 sind $2,000,* 
000 before they were finally subdtn !, 
Several circumstances combined to 
give the fire a headway which proved 
hard to overcome. 
At the time the 
alarm was turned in the New Orleans 
firemen was in the midst of their an­ 
nual picnic at a suburban park, and 
the engines 
and 
patrols 
re ponded 
with a mere handful of men. 
It wn 
fully an hour before the department 
was in a position to make anything 
like a successful fight ngains* the fire, 
and even then the band leap auainst it 
was added to by an inadequate supply 
of water. 
The fire was one of the most spec­ 
tacular that hns occurred in New Or­ 
leans during recent years. 
Two warehouses filled with wine 
and Hquofts were among the buildings 
destroyed by the fire. 
As they burned 
the barrels of whiskey and brandy ex­ 
ploded with thunderous roars, which 
could be beard for blocks. 
It was not until several hours had 
elapsed that the fire was gott*>n un­ 
der control, and even th- n it con­ 
tinued to bum f>>r some hours.

Woman Who W a* W ith Roberts When 


He Was Shot Returns to Her Home. 


Wounded Man’s Condition Becomes 


Slightly Worse. 


Atlantic City, N. J., Aug. 81. 
The 
efforts of the police to penetrate the 
mystery surrounding the shooting of 
Charles B. Roberts of Baltimore on 
the board walk here on Wednesday 
night while In company with Mrs. W. 
S 
O. 
Williams, also of 
Baltimore, 
have been marked only by the In­ 
ferential statement of Chief of Police 
Malcolm Woodruff that the Baltimore 
police were not giving the Atlantic 
City authorities all the assistance they 
might, 
and 
the 
declaration 
of 
the 
same official that lie is not seeking oi 
even making Inquiring as to the where­ 
abouts of one of Mrs. Williams’ inuue 
dlate relatives, whore name has been 
mentioned, and that he does not know 
where Mrs. Williams is. 
Charles B. Roberts. Jr.. of Raltitnore 
the victim of the affair that is proving 
so baffling to the Atlantic City police, 
lies in the city hospital hovering be 
tween life and death. 
Pending 1fis 
result of his abdominal wound, the au­ 
thorities are almost at a standstill. In 
the event of his recovery they are 
hopeful that he may be led into a s a t ­ 
isfactory 
explanation 
of ihe 
affair, 
while in the ense of his death more 
powerful means of inquiry would be 
put into their hands to get at the bot­ 
tom of the now- closely guarded secret. 
Chief of Police Mai com Woodruff 
discussed 
the 
case 
with 
apparent 
frankness: 


Lins of Inquiry Unchanged. 


"Despite reports to the corirary." 
he said, “ we have not changed our 
line of inquiry, and so far as we In 
this city are concerned, we have neith­ 
er sought a blood relative of Mrs. W. 
S. O. Williams, the woman who was 
with Mr. Roberts at the time be Was 
called from his rolling chair and shot 
down on the board walk, nor have we 
made any inquiries as to his present 
whereabouts. 
I have as yet receiv'd 
no report from Baltimore that ¡sa'is- 
fied me with the result of investiga­ 
tions In that cltv. 
I believe the Balti­ 
more police could clear up the ques­ 
tion of Mr. Williams’ whereabouts on 
the night of the shooting in a con­ 
vincing manner and in a very short 
while if they chose to do so. 
But we 
are not petting the complete co-opera­ 
tion that I had hoped for. 
I under­ 
stand that a near relative of Mrs. 
Williams is connected with the Balti­ 
more board. 
T do not know t h a 1 this 
has had any effect upon the Investiga­ 
tion.'* 
Mrs. Williams finally left Atlantic 
City and returned to her home at Long 
Green 
Valley, 
near Baltimore. 
The 
police were reticent about Mrs. Will­ 
iams’ movements unlil she was well 
out of the city, when they posted a 
bulletin to the effect that she had left 
her hotel with the permission of the 
department 
and 
would be available 
whenever wanted. 
They refuse.1 even 
to »drntt that she had gone to her 
home. 
This incident is typical evi­ 
dence of the conflicting statements 
that are to be met with at every turn 
of an inquiry into the case. 
It is said that Mr. Roberts has un­ 
dergone a slight change for the worse. 
This called forth a rumor that sn ante- 
mortem statement had been secured, 
hut 
no confirmation 
of 
the 
report 
could be obtained from the authori 
ties and It was not strongly credited. 
The chief figures In the shooting 
and ihe attending investigation are

Their family connections, It is said, ex­ 
tend for back in the lineage of Mary­ 
land’s oldest families.

Many persons familiar with the his­ 
tory of this far famed resort have 
been inclined to doubt the possibility 
of such a thing, but Sunday every one 
of the 220 saloons and hotel bars were 
closed. 
It is said that this was the 
fourth time in the fifty-four years of 
its existence that a drinkless day had 
been experienced in Atlantic City.

bulletin posted at police headquarters 
stated: 
“Saloons all closed. 
No troops in 
town.” 
Another bulletin, officially signed by 
the chief of police, consisted of a card 
on which was printed: 
“In 1861 it was hold the fort. 
Today 
it is Fort holds you.” 
Governor Fort’s proclamation of last 
week containing his threat to send 
troops to the seashore in the event of 
a further violation of the Sunday clos­ 
ing law, had its effect. 
Saloon keep­ 
ers and hotel men accepted the ad­ 
vice of the mayor and of the more 
conservative members of the saloon 
m en’s organ vs. at ion and closed their 
places of business as tightly as they 
knew how. 
A visit during the height 
of the afternoon crush on the board 
walk to one of the most widely known 
cafes facing the famous seaside thor 
ouglifare disclosed the fact that not a 
single patron was in the place. 
The 
proprietors declared that the loss of 
the drink privilege had carried with 
it a nearly equal loss in the sale of 
foodstuffs. 
There was a decided decrease in the 
size of the "Visiting throng, though 
many persons came from Philadelphia 
and New York out of sheer curiosity 
to see what Atlantic City, the play­ 
grounds of t' e cities, looked like on 
a dry Sunday. 
The weather was well 
nigh ideal and ordinarily the innkeep­ 
ers declared 
they would have had 
their facilities taxed to handle the 
crowd. 
The closing down of the sa­ 
loons undoubtedly kept away many 
thousands of regular Sunday visitors 
from nearby placed. 
A spokesman for the affected liquor 
interests and one of the local politi­ 
cal leaders declared that the loss of 
Sunday’s closing would amount ap­ 
proximately to $ 150,000. 
He declared 
that tile saloons would close every 
Sunday hereafter until some warrant 
of law will permit of their remaining 
open. 
“We will appeal to the legislature 
when It meets in January and have 
hope of securing some sort of relief,” 
he said. 
“We will work for the pass­ 
age of a local option law which will 
put the proposition squarely up to the 
people of the city and county.”
